Applicant's amendment dated 05/09/2008 has been received and entered. 

Claims 1-9, 1 1-19, 21-24 and 26-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that an array 
substrate for a liquid crystal display and a method of fabricating the same comprising a 
combination of various elements/steps as claimed more specifically a first gate redundancy line 
internal to the display formed on the interlayer insulating layer, a second gate redundancy line 
internal to the display formed on the passivation layer, and connected electrically with the first 
gate redundancy line through a second gate contact hole (claims 1 and 14) and/or a first gate 
redundancy line internal to the display formed on the passivation layer, a gate contact hole 
formed passing through an interlayer insulating layer and the passivation layer (claim 8) and/or a 
gate redundancy line formed with the same process and the same material as a pixel electrode 
(claim 24).
